College Enjoys Successful Year 


Sacramento State College’s 10th vear is almost over. 
Ry and large, it was a good year. There were no great catas- 
trophes and despite a somewhat rocky course, the end result 
of the two semesters was one of progress. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy events of the year took 
place on the athletic fields, Jim Flood, a first year boxer 
from SSC, won the 156-pound championship of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association tournament. The Hornets 
finished third in the National event. SSC’s baseball team 
rolled up its fourth straight Far Western Conference cham- 
pionship and the Hornet tennis team also grabbed an FWC 
title. 

Other items also helped make the year a rewarding one. 
This spring, almost 1,000 students were vaccinated against 
polio as the climax of a campus-wide drive led by freshman 
class president Floyd Fennochio. Later in the semester, the 
Stueent Loan fund drive raised about $1,000 for SSC’s most 
worthy charity. The receipts from the rain-dampened Jam- 
boree helped hold the total under last year’s mark, but all 
in all, it was a successful event. 

Homecoming went over with a bang. The college drama 
department staged three major plays, including an elabor- 
ate production of Shakespeare’s Taming of the Shrew. The 
music department came through with several memorable 
events. All of this helped make it a fine year. 

On the other side of the ledger, there were events 
of which the college cannot be proud. The wave of thievery 
which has swept the campus in recent weeks probably tops 
the list of black eyes. 

Another deficit was the way in which SSC’s judicial 
branch fumbled the ball about mid year. The board of jus- 
tice was given the job of trying students for violations of 
college rules. This could have been a great step forward for 
student government, but by the time the only two trials 
held under the new plan were completed, the board of jus- 
tic had become the campus laughing-stock. 

Still a third blot on the record was the cancellation of a 
one-act play, No Exit, because of the objections of several 
self-appointed censors, who thought it was “improper.” This 
has probably the most serious implications of all. If the 
college allows itself to be “brow-beaten,” the cause of intel- 
Jectual freedom is lost. 

But overall, it was still a good year. SSC was governed 
by a hard-working Student Council. The Hornet found oc- 
casion to differ with their decisions from time to time, but 
it agrees with other thinking students that the Council did 
as good a job as could be expected. Tom Willoughby may be 
recorded as the college’s best Associated Students president 
in history. He certainly gets The Hornet's vote as the best 


yet. 
So, that's it for 1956-57. It will be recorded as a suc- 


cessful vear for SSC. 


Picnic Goes On Trial 

Sacramento State College’s All College picnic goes on 
trial today. The Student Council has threatened to cancel the 
event if it is not pleased with the conduct of the studenta 
in attendance. The Council probably means it. 

In capsule form, the problem at the picnic is one of 
drinking. In years past, the event has turned into a big 
drunk party. For some time, no body seemed to mind, but 
just lately, the powers that be have decided that something 
should be done about it. 

There will be several “undercover” agents from the 
State Department of Alcoholic Beverages in the crowd as 
well as uniformed deputy sheriffs. The prudent thing to do, 
then, is keep the drinks off the picnic grounds. 

The Hornet has never favored “prohibition” or “sup- 
pression of students rights.” But in this case, the facts 
seem to necessitate a “dry” picnic. Let’s keep it that way.

Albright Plans 
Freshmen Study 


A study of freshmen achieve- 
ment in relationship to their for- 
mer high schools and Sacramento 
State State College is in the pro- 
being computed, aeccord- 
ing to Dr. W. D. Albright, admis- 
sions officer. 

This study considers the stu- 
dent's aptitude, grade point av- 
erage, number of recommended 
units from high school, and re- 
sults from the English achieve- 
ment test. Then, a median in 
each section is established for 
the group. 

Along with a fall semester re- 
port showing collective results, 
individual reports are sent to 
high schools as well as junior col- 
leges for those who have trans- 
ferred. Each freshman’'s results 
in the sections are plotted graph- 
ically in relation to the median 

Albright said the study is three 
fold in purpose: 1) to give high 
schools an idea as to what type 
of competition entering freshmen 
will meet at SSC; 2) to give an 
indication as to whether the 
standards met in high schoo] are 
met equally well at SSC; 3) to 
evaluate student achievement but 
not the high schools.

Assembly To Hear 
Censorship Bill 


An apparently toothless substi- 
tute for a measure which would 
have provided strict censorship 
of all books placed in public 
schoo] libraries was passed to the 
Assembly floor jast week by the 
Education committee 

The same committee killed the 
bill three weeks ago when it 
provided that no books could be 
placed on the shelves which were 
contrary to the dictates of “truth, 
morality and patriotism.” 

However, the author, Sen. 
Hugh P. Donnelly (D-Turlock), 
revived the bill by removing the 
standards. As the measure now 
stands, local school boards must 
review books before turning them 
over to the libraries 

In its original form, the mea- 
sure would have applied to state 
colleges and could have banned 
such books as The Communist 
Manifesto and Candide from the 
libraries. 

If the measure passes the As- 
sembly, it would be returned to 
the Senate for the approval of 
the amendments. Donnelly prom- 
ised committee members that he 
would not try to return the bill 
to its original form, but his up- 
per House colleagues could do 
just that. The censorship mea- 
sure passed the Senate with lots 
of votes to spare early in April. 

The amended bill drew opposi- 
tion from Don Henry of the state 
federation of teachers. Henry said 
the measure was “at best mean- 
ingless” and added that he still 
considered it a possible means to
